EXCITEMENT | 
ON HEELS OF

Interest is Revived Again 
in Canada When New Well 
Comes In 
CALGARY, Feb. 15.—Excite- 
ment unparalleled since the on- 
boom days of 1914 was seen at the 
Federal Land Office here when a 
small bieck of leases in Turner 


Valley were auctioned. 

Turner Valley was the scene of 
the first of] excitement in Alberta 
and has come into prominence 
again since the Royalite No. 4 wet 
gas well came in with a flow of 
more than 300 barrels of high- 
grade olla day. 

The auction was held by officials 
of the Department of the Interior 
under the new regulations which 
provide for this method of dispos- 
ing of lapsed teases. Bonuses 
ranging from $10 to $350 were 
paid for “acre parcels from 
— 1 to four miles from the No. 4 
well. 

Tt was obviously the intention of 
bidders to choose locations as near 
as possible and parallel to the 
Turner Valley anticline. Higher 
prices were paid for parcels close 
to. thie formation, at a distance 
four or five miles northwest of the 
No. 4 well, than were paid for 
others closer to the well. but far- 
ther to the west. The land office

Alr Mall Coste $1.15 @ Mile to Oper-

The cost of fiying is being stu- 
died just as Intensely by the United 
States Air ‘Mall Gervice as are the 
various technical problems of op- 
eration. When the air mal first 
started work, it used to cost §2 
to fy a mile. Its latest statistical 
record shows that when every item 
of fuel, repair, depreciation and 
overhead is taken into account it 
only costs $1.16 a mile to operate 
over the New York-Gan Franciaco 
route, and this fncludes the cost 
of working the gigantic beacons, 
some of which are 600,000,000 in 
candle power. Since the mall 
planes only carry 600 pounds of 
joad, this brings the cost to 
4.60 a ton mile.
